THINKING WITH THE 
CROWD 


Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of 
the Outlook, and a journalistic 
associate of Colonel Roosevelt’s, 
recently wrote some of his ideas 
about newspaper qualifieations. 

He isolates one of the tricks 
of the trade in commenting upon 
the usefulness of repetition. When 
a citizen begins telling the same 
story over and over this is said 
to be a symptom of age or mental 
earelessness, but the constant 
telling of the same story in print 
is one of the methods of success- 
ful campaigning in type. Says 
Dr. Abbott: ‘‘The editor’s ideas 
must be driven into the heads of 
careless readers as a nail is driv- 
en into wood by repeated blows of 
the same hammer on the nail.’’
